More than a score of years ago 'Japan sent a commission to 


the United States to make a first hand study of the American 
protective tariff policy. They returned convinced of its high' 
merits and on June 28, 1902, the Japan Weekly Times 
prompted by official authority, published an article under the 
caption "International Commercial Policy," which set forth 
the views of the commission. In that article it was stated: 


"It should be the policy of every -community and country 


to finish ready for use, so far as it can possibly do so, every 
commodity it exports. By doing this it secures for the em- 
ployment of its own people all the work necessary to be done 
to prepare natural materials for final use. If this work be not 
'done by the people of the country in which a natural material 
is produced. It must be done by the people to which the ma- 
terial is exported. The ability of a people to finish for final use 
all natural materials determines their ability to export finished 
products upon which the full amount of work required to pre- 
pare a natural material for final use has been done, instead of 
material in a natural state, upon which the least amount of 
work has been done. This ability fixes the degree of semi-em- 
ployment and determines progress toward commercial stabil- 
ity and independence. Correctly to develop its resources in the 
production of natural material and the manufacture of the 
same into finished products for domestic use and export, it 
must be the public policy of a country to equalize .economic 
conditions between itself and all other countries so that its 
own people can manufacture and supply its domestic and for- 
eign commerce on terms of equal competition with the manu- 
facturers of any and every other country. The value of tiie dif- 
ference in economic conditions at any time is determined by j 
the sum of all differences in conditions that enter into the 
cost of a finished product. This fixes the amount of protection 
an industry will require in any country at any time, to enable 
itsjpeople to manufacture and supply any article of commerce 
for domestic use 'in competition with an imported article of 
the same kind."

Coolldge will have opposition in the 
Republican National convention next 
year. Senator Moses of New Hamp- 
shirb^chairman of the Republican Sen- 
ato Campaign committee, said yester- 
day upon his return 
from 
a. swing 


through twelve states, west and east. 


The senator, who conferred with tlie- 


President during the day on the politi- 
cal situation, added, however, that 
everywhere he had found a fa.vora.hle 
spirit toward Mr- Coolidge, with 
scarcely any leading Republicans who 
did not take his nomination for grant- 
ed. 


Governor Pinchot of Pennsylvania, 


ex-Gov. Lowden of Illinois and Sena- 
tor Johnson of California were among 
those mentioned by Senator Moses in 
connection with the Presidential nom- 
ination contest. He would not venture 
a prediction as to whether Mr. Cool- 
ldge would be nominated, saying it was 
too early for that. 


Senator Moses declared that there 


are today more men "affirmatively for 
Henry Ford for President than for any 
other one man." 


"They are not all of one party," he 


said,-"nor are they organized. If Ford 
accepts the nomination of the Farmer- 
Labor party, as he seems inclined now 
to do, the situation will be somewhat 
nnhappy for the Republicans, as I 
would think that every electoral vote 
Ford will get will be at the expense of 
the Republican party.".* 


Senator Moses said Gov. Lowden Is 


conducting an active campaign for the 
Republican Presidential nomination, 
adding that he has a capable represen- 
tative in Washington who is undertak- 
ing to persuade the Republican leaders 
in the states to stand for uninstructed 
delegates. 


"In one or two Congressional dis-
